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Atlanta Is Only City To 
Make Retail Trade In- 
crease in Month.

Atlanta was the only city in the 


sixth federal reserve district in which 


retail sales of department stores re-. 
corded a gain during June as com- 


pared with the same month a year 


ago. 

This was revealed Thursday in the 
release of the monthly survey of the 
Federal Reserve bank of Atlanta, 


covering agricultural, industrial and 
financial conditions in the stares of 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and: Tennessee. 

During -June, the survey showed, 
the volume of retail sales in Atlanta 
department stores were 3.6 per cent 
greater than for June, 1930, and for 
the first six months of this year the 
sales by local stores were .9 per cent 
more than for the corresponding pe- 
riod a year ago. In all other cities 
throughout the district, however, re- 
tail trade receded from corresponding 
periods of a year ago. 

Construction Volume Up. 

A larger volume of construction 
was noted during June as compared 
with May by the F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration, in a report covering the 
southeastern territory of that organi- 
zation, which comprises the states of 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama and eastern Tew- 
nessee, In that area during June, the 
report stated, construction contracts 
awarded totaled $14,420,000 as 
pared with $12,110,100 in May. 

Residential building, non- -residential 
eonstruction and public works and 
utilities construction were covered in 
the corporation's report. 

Wholesale trade in Atlanta show- 
ed a general decline during the pe- 
riod covered by the bank survey.

blood of survivors of the infantile 
paralysis epidemic of 1916 is being 
sought in efforts to check a present 
outbreak, announcement was made 
here by Arthur Carpenter, business 
manager of the Georgia Warm Springs 
Foundation, that blood to make ap- 
proximately 6,000 cubic eentiméters 
of serum for the prevention of infan- 
tile paralysis recently was secured 
here. 

The blood was extracted from the 
veins of 30 patients in the Georgia 
Warm Springs Foundation on May 
30 and 31 by Dr.:C. P. Rhoads, a 
member of the medical staff of the 
Rockefeller Institute of New York. 
The total amount secured was 15,000 
cubic centimeters which will make 
nbout 6,000 cubic centimeters of 
serum. 


Although part of this serum will 
be used for research work at the 
Rockefeller Institute, the major por- 
tion will be held in. readiness for the 
use of any patient who may contract 
the disease this summer and fall, 
poliomyelitis being most prevalent at 
these seasons of the year. 

Bottles containing the serum bear 
a special label showing that the 
serum was prepared from blood con- 
tributed by the patients at the Geor- 
gia Warm Springs Foundation. 

“Medical records,” said Mr. Carpen- 
ter, “show that convalescent serum 
has been used with increasing fre- 
quency since 1916 and where it is 
administered within 45 hours from 
the onset, a very large percentage of 
the patients escape with little or no 
paralysis. In some instances when 
used after paralysis has developed 1t 
apparently checks the development of 
further paralysis.”

AT TRIAL OF PADGETT 


Defense Protests as State- 
ment, Later Denied, Is 
Placed in Evidence. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., July 30.—A)— 
Over protests of defense attorneys, a 
confession attributed to Homer Pad- 
gett was admitted as evidence today 
in Padgett’s trial for murder in con- 
nection with the slaying of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Browning at their filling 
station near here last year. 

The confession, which had been at- 
tacked by defense attorneys as having 
been obtained under duress, told of a 
discussion between Padgett and others 
of an alleged proposal to kill and rob 
the Brownings. 

Officers claimed the statement was 
made by Padgett while he was in jail 
in another county. The confession de- 
tailed activities at the scene of the | 
slaying of the Brownings, and said 
after they had been fatally shot, and 
other alleged participants fled, he re- | 
mained and mingled with the crowd | 
of curious spectators who gathered at | 
the scene. | 

While there, the statement attrib- 
uted to him said, he caught a ride 
with a man traveling to Palm Beach, 
Fla., and began his trip to Florida a 
— hour after the Brownings were 
shot. 

Padgett repudiated the confession 
shortly after officers announced he 
had made a statement, and said in 
reality he knew nothing of the case 
until several days later. He claime 
he was in Manatee, Fla., the day anél 
night of the tragedy. e said when 
he made the statement’it was undar 
threats and duress, and that he at tle 
time believed he would be convicted 
anyhow, although he claimed _ifino- 
cence, and by making the statement | 
would avoid the electric chair. 

During today’s testimony the state 
introduced evidence which it said was 
designed to corroborate the confes- 
sion. 

After a number of witnesses had 
been put up by the state, W. H. Gainey 
was sworn, testifying that he was a 
member of the grand jury last year | 
when Homer Padgett came before the | 
jury and made his confession. As soon! 
as the witness began telling of the| 
appearance of Padgett before the jury | 
the defense objected, asserting that | 
the confession had since been denied : 


by the defendant and was not ad- 
missible as evidence. 

This brought about an argument | 
between counsel lasting for more than. 
an hour. At the conclusion of argu-| 
ment Judge W. E. Thomas overruled | 
the objection of the defense and al- 
lowed the confession to go into the 
record as evidence.

In no case was there any injury to 
the throat lining or any disturbance 
of the function of glands by the X-ray 
treatments, 

I commend this method of treat- 
ment particularly for children whose 
chief trouble is mouth breathing. I 
am not prepared, however, to tell 
readers just which physicians employ 
this method of treatment. For that 
information ask your family physi- 
cian, 

In X-ray treatment, then, we have 
an alternative method for children. 
where the now well established dia- 
thermy or “electric coagulation” (as 
my friend the omniscient one some- 
what crudely calls it) is not avail- 
able or not suitable. Most physicians 
using diathermy find the method un- 
Suitable for children under twelve 
years of age, though a few employ it 
successfully for children as young as 
Six years.

Much has been said about Keep- 
ing the eye on the ball, but few un- 
derstand what is really meant by 
this phrase. 

Keeping the head down does not 
mean to become stiff and so tight- 
ened up that it is impossible to 


move. 

To hold the head in position or 
to keep the eye on the ball gives the 
player a chance to get through with 
the club and hands in the direction 
of the hole. 

To pull the head up lifts the right 
shoulder and the result is a topped 
shot. 

To look at it “woodenly;” that is, 
too stiff to let the shoulders work, 
leads to digging into the ground. 

The best results are obtained by 
turning the head to the right when 
taking the stance. 

Point the chin to a spot about six 
feet back of the ball. This prevents 
the head from coming up faster than 
the hands can get through the ball 
at the point of contact. 

Always swing slow and with no 
stiff wrist action and when about to 
hit see that the right heel is on the 
ground. 

Never come up on the left toe, 
this leads to untold trouble, espe- 
cially when trying for distance. 

A quarter of an inch lift with the 
left heel means a loss of 50 yards 
when coming into the ball. 

Note the angles of the arms and 
the relation of the left and right 
legs when the clubhead is coming in 
contact with the ball.
